UvmurkK.  The  females  and  youn(j  males  from  the  first-named  loeality 
(lifTer  from  typical  specimens  of  I),  .iidvnta  in  lackinR  the  furrow  from  which 
the  species  takes  its  name.  While  the  spiniferous  ridtje  crossing  the  fror»tal  lohe 
i.s  well-marked,  its  vertical  continuation  on  the  side  of  tlie  carapace  is  indi.stinct, 
and  there  is  no  horizontal  rid^e  or  furrow  ai)ove  the  lower  marKin.  The  only 
other  differences  worthy  of  mention  are  that  the  iiostero-lateral  prolongations" 
of  the  last  thoracic  somite  are  shorter  and  less  acute,  and  that  the  telson,  in.stead 
of  heinp;  longer  than  the  peduncles  of  the  uropods,  is  a  little  shorter. 

On  tlie  other  hand  the  s|)ecimeiis  agree  with  /).  sulcata  and  differ  from  D. 
rathkn  in  the  less  inflated  form  of  the  carapac.'.  which  is  smooth  except  for  the 
transverse  r(,w  of  si)inules  on  the  frontal  lohe.  and  in  the  greater  backward 
l)rolo!igatioii  of  the  side-plates  of  the  third  and  fourth  free  thoracic  somites, 
leading  to  a  marked  separation  hetween  the  second  and  third  pairs  of  legs.  It 
nmst  he  admitted  that  these  difTerences  of  fai'ies  are  hard  to  define  with  precision 
and  are  unconvincing  as  :•,  ground  for  specific  separation.  Although  the  speci- 
mens appeivr  to  me  to  resemhle  the  types  of  D.  sulcata  more  c'oselv  than  they 
do  any  of  the  forms  of  the  polymorphic  D.  rothkii  with  which  I  have  compared 
them,  they  justify  a  .strong  suspicion  that  D.  sulcata  nuiv  be,  at  most,  onlv  a 
local  race  of  that  species. 

The  male  from  lagoon  bay.  lacking  the  supra-marginal  furrow  of  the  typical 
males  of  D.  sulcata  described  above,  approaches  /).  rathkii  even  more  clo.sely 
than  do  the  females  and  it  is  only  recorded  here  because  of  its  agreement  in  size 
with  the  females  found  in  the  same  neighbourhood.

Remarks. — The  distribution  of  this  conspicuous  and  well-known  species 
IS  given  in  detail  by  Hansen  (Ingolf  Malacostraca,  IV,  1020,  p.  58).  The  present 
record  extends  its  known  range  somewhat  to  the  west  but  there  remains  a  large 
gap  towards  the  eastern  record  of  116°  E.  (Stuxberg).  Further  research  may 
diminish  or  obliterate  this  gap,  but  is  appears  significant  that  the  species  was 
not  found  among  the  rich  Alaskan  and  Bering  sea  collections  of  the  U  S  Na- 
tional Museum  (Caiman,  Proc.  U.S.  Nat.  :Mus..  XLI,  1912,  p.  662).
